POSTAL EMPLOYES INQUIRY MAY 
DEFINE CHARGE OF DISLOYALTY 


The question of just what constitutes disloyalty in a 
; government employe is finally going to be asked, and per- 
« haps answered, in a federal court. Twenty-six Post Office 
workers now under investigation—eight of whom have 
; been suspended—are challenging the loyalty program's 
. constitutionality in a suit against the attorney general, 
1 postmaster'general chairman of the Loyalty Review Board 
< and other government officials. 
' 
This test is as right as it was inevitable, for the ques- 
| tion is not only important but decidedly ticklish. Govern- 
i ment loyalty investigations are not legal trials, of course. 
; A finding of disloyalty carries no legal penalties. Yet there 


are penalties, as one may easily imagine. 
' 
A person discharged for disloyalty is under a severe 
sconomic handicap, even though the charges against him 
are found to warrant no more serious action than dismissal. 
For when this person applies for another job his past em- 
ployment record carries the stigma of disloyalty. That 
black mark might not prevent him from ever finding work, 
but it would certainly limit his choice of employment and, 
in all likelihood, his earning power. 


In short the stigma of dismissal might be as much of a 
burden as a prison record. Whether this is a just desert for 
a person judged disloyal but not traitorous is now a matter 
of personal opinion. But certainly it suggests a need for 
great care, scrupulous fairness and sound proof in an in- 
vestigation which leads to that judgment.

The Doctor Says 


IMPORTANT 
TO DISCOVER 
CANCER EARLY

Great strides have been made in 
tne prevention 
of cancer. 
Modern 
treatment for cancer is greatly ad- 
vanced 
by continuously 
improving 
methods of employing X-rays, ra- 
dium, and surgery. For these treat- 
ments to be most useful, however, 
the cancer must be found in its 
earliest stages. 


Cancer cannot be treated by a 
physician until the patient consults 
him 
of his own free will. If it is 
discovered early, the chance for cure 
is good, but if found 1 ite the chances 
for recovery are correspondingly de- 
creased. 


The importance of early discovery 
of cancer cannot be over-emphasiz- 
ed. All of the statistics—although, of 
course, none of us like to be consid- 
ered "statistics'"—show that patients 
whose cancers are discovered early 
and properly treated have a far bet-

Whether or not this charge is 
true will be brought out, we trust, at their trial. 


But fairness of intent and action is not the basis of the 
suit. The 26 plaintiffs charge that the loyalty program 
violates the First. Fifth. Ninth and Tenth Amendments to 
the Constitution. These have to do with guarantees of free 
thought, speech, assembly and association, and with other 
rights not enumerated or delegated to the federal govern- 
ment by the Constitution. 


The implications of the suit go beyond the fate of 
these 26 men and beyond the question of how dangerous 
to the government their alleged disloyalty makes them in 
the handling and carrying of mail. It is going to be neces- 
sary to explore the borderline territory of ''liberal" think- 
ing. leftist sympathies, innocent or knowing membership 
in "front" organizations, and actual espousal of commun- 
ism. It is going to be necessary to make some sort of dis- 
tinction and definition that will hold water. 


All this in turn is part of the bigger and still un- 
resolved question: Should membership in the Communist 
Party be made illegal? Our federal laws do not say that it 
should.

Taxes Credited 
To This County

Morgan county and the municipal- 
ity of Jacksonville received $126,527 
in allotments from Illinois state 
gasoline taxes in 1948, compared 
with $110,295 in 1947, according to a 
statistical analysis prepared by Bar- 
cus, Kindred & Company of Chicago, 
specialists in Illinois 
municipal 
bonds. This was an increase of $16,- 
232. 


Gas tax allotment payments to 
all Illinois counties and towns reach- 
a record peak in 1948. Statewide dis- 
tributions totaled $30,384,862, com- 
pared with $27,334,374 in 1947, the 
previous high year. This was a gain 
of $3,050,498. 


Morgan county's share of 1948 
allotments distributed locally by the 
state was $77,719, a gain of $10,883. 
Jacksonville received $48,808 an in- 
crease of $5,349. 


Discussing the outlook for 1949, 
a statement by Barcus, Kindred & 
Company says: 


"Revenues to Illinois counties and 
towns from allotment 
payments 
should show further increases dur- 
ing 1949, if the present rate of gain 
in car usage and new car registrati- 
ons continues. Such funds would be 
further augmented if the proposal 
to increase gas taxes from 3 to 5 
cents per gallon becomes law. Money 
received by allotments is an im- 
portant revenue source to communi- 
ties receiving it. It helps pay the cost 
of street and highway repairs."

"Refugee" Party 
Formed In 
Own Country 


Berlin —(JP)— The latest phenom- 
enon in this scrambled city is the 
political party in exile in its own 
country. 


This incongruity developed when 
a group of leaders of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party of the surround- 
ing Russian zone turned up as re- 
fugees in the western-occupied sec- 
tors of Berlin. 


They were proven refugees from 
Communist pressure behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
The Russian - controlled 
press denounced them as "reaction- 
aries." 


The liberal-democratic refugees- 
part of a flood from the Russian 
zone that has been averaging about 
one-hundred per day here—set up 
what is called the "free representa- 
tion of the eastern »one Liberal- 
Democratic Party (LDP)." 


The group was headed by Dr. Sch- 
effler, formerly deputy party chair 
man in the-state of Mecklenburg. 


Here the Russian zone exiles were 
greeted and aided by western Ber- 
lin's independent Liberal-Democrat- 
ic Party (lately renamed, the "Free 
Democrats)." This group split from 
the Russian zone party two years 
ago. 


This party is regarded as rightis 
in Russian-occupied eastern Germ- 
any because one of its main tenets 
is respect for the rights of private 
ownership.

Proposition No. 4—To allow an 
additional indebtedness of 21% for 
constructing and equipping school 
buildings: Yes, 611; No, 395. 


District No. 6 comprises parts of 
Sangamon, Morgan and Macoupin 
counties.
